CIVIL WAR DAYS 


Famous Correspondent ' 
Was One of First to 
Method.

Washington.—Thu .collodion 
anti 
distribution of nows is one of tho 
most ancient of occupations, but one 
phase of news gathering, the inter­ 
view, is of comparatively modern 
American origin. 
Interviewing, in the form in which 
it is known today, appears to have orig­ 
inated in Washington about the time 
of the Civil War, when there was a 
great demand for news bearing on tho 
internal situation. 
The reading public, always with a j 
ready appetite for personalities, re- j 
ceived this style of reporting with so j 
much'favor that a few' years later! 
President Andrew Johnson was cred-! 
itod with expressing a preference to: 
giving an interview to sending a m es-1 
sage to 
congress, for “everybody I 
seemed to read the interview and no- j 
body seemed to read the messages.” 
Tells of Interview 
One of the earliest of these inter­ 
viewers was “Mack,” the correspond­ 
ent for the Cincinnati Commercial, 
says Harper’s 
Magazine, January, 
1874. His first interview was with 
Alexander H. Stephens, and was the 
result of a two days’ visit at the lat- 
ter’s residence in Georgia during'the 
summer of 1867. 
During the ensuing winter the im­ 
peachment project was reviewed in 
Washington and “Mack” applied the 
interviewing process to Andrew John­ 
son. 
The m atter discussed was nearly 
always the pending impeachment; the 
manner was that of a quiet talk, each 
party asking and answering questions 
in turn. Neither pencil nor note-book j 
was introduced during the converts- J 
tion, but “Mack” always asked the | 
president if he was willing that the j 
result of the conversation should go; 
into print and if there was anything 
he desired to have omitted. The presi­ 
dent’s desires in this connection were 
always scrupulously regarded. 
Thought Much of “Mack" 
More than once the chief executive 


sent his secretary to request “Mack” - 
to meet him, preferring this to send­ 
ing a message to congress. 
Dr. Russell, of the London Times, in 
a book covering his visit to the United 
States, gives the following account of 
one of the early attempts at interview­ 
ing, under dale of Washington, March 
28, 1861: 
“On returning to Willard's Hotel I 
was accosted by a gentleman who 
came out from the crowd in front of 
the office. 
‘Sir,’ he said, ‘you have 
been dining with our president to­ 
night.’ I bowed. 
‘Was it an agree­ 
able p ally ?’ said he; ‘and what do you 
think of Mr. Lincoln?’ ‘May I ask to 
whom I have the honor of speaking ?’
